Spots 
like the iron regions of Northeast Min- 
nesota, abounding in vice, with a hetero- 
geneous population, with foreigners hav- 
ing no sympathy with the nation; spots all 
over the nation where vice and anarchy 
and lawlessness abound; the masses in our 
great cities who wait for a great railway 
strike to come out from their hiding places 
and make theiir attack upon property and 
life; these are the plague spots of the 
nation. 

“Missonaries are the poor, wise men 
who by their patience and wisdom are 
saving the nation. What will become of 
the nation if the work which this society 
is doing be left undone? The question is, 
what will become of Congregational Chris- 
tians if, having the gospel, having the 
traditions of generations of Christianity be- 
hind them, they let the work of the Home 
Missionary Societay fail and allow the 
pons of human society to be laid in 
sin? \ 

Dr. Clark’s Criticism. 

Rev. Joseph B. Clark, D, D., of New 
York, formerly Secretary_of the ‘Massachu- 
ade Home Missionary Society in Boston, 
said: 

The Congregational churches of America 
represent at’ least $700,000,000, and add to 
that sum every year, over and above all ex- 
pense of living and all gifts of benevolence, 
about $20,000,000. A clear income of $20,000,- 
000 a year above expenses is not a condition 
of poverty that should make timid its 
pressing the home missionary appeal. Yet 
redemption of America. Field Secretaries 
by every art of statement: and appeal to 
draw searcely more than $1,000,000 for the 
redemption of America. Field secretaries 
and the Secretary of the Woman’s Depart- 
ment during the past 12 months have car- 
ried appeal into 20 different States, making 
1060 home missionary ‘addresses in the 
presence of 244,000 hearers. The mass of 
non-giving churches numbering a year ago 
2000 has been reduced to 18387. 

The Congregational churches do not yet 
appreciate the home missionary crisis. 

The United States Government adds 1000 
Post Offices to its roll every 12 months. A 
thousand such notices are served upon the 
Home Missionary Society every year. 

The proportion and order of Congrega- 
tional giving is at fault. Last year $750,600, 
or one-third of all the reported gifts of 
Congregational churches, was for objects 
outside of the regular denominational 
channels. Foreign missions received one- 
sixth of the whole; home missions did a 
little better, securing about one-fifth, while 
the “fother’’ objects of every sort and kind 
took the lion’s share of one-third. 

It is the violation of every principle of 
wise proportion and common sense when 
Congregational churches give 70 cents per 
member for foreign missions, $1 07 per mem- 
ber for home missions and $1 40 per mem- 
ber for odds and ends.

Prime wires that, as the season aflvances, 
it seems almost impossible to break drouth 
except in limited areas. “We have had now 
four consecutive dry seasons. Corn, how- 
ever, seems to hold out well, but the oat 
crop is. suffering badly for want of rain. 
The almost universal opinion is that the 
ground in the winter wheat belt was never 
known to be as dry as it is at the present 
time. Intense heat has reduced the general 
lower point than has yet been reported. The 
spring wheat crop is from two to three 
weeks in advance of an ordinary season, 
giving harvest at an earlier date than for 
many years.” Tea 
The Shoe and Leather Reporter, reviewing’ 
the advance in leather and hides and the 
prospects of a reaction, says: “‘When our 
tanners are buying 50,000 hides or more 


‘every week in Europe, and producers of 


harness and carriage leather are purchasing 
all the rough sides they can find in ‘the 
country to finish into leather, we cannot 
put consider the inference justifiable that 
the supplies of hides are not commensurate 
with the facilities for converting them into 
leather. Business is reviving, wages are 
being increased, and with the revival 
more leather will be required to supply our 
wants. Consumers have bought freely and 
are still buying, although the best sole 
leather has advanced in price something 
like 60 per cent. Manufacturers are mak- 


ing shoes from this stock on orders, butyso | 


sure do they feel of the stability of prices 
that they are purchasing leather today for 
cutting a month or six weeks later. The 
stocks of leather and of shoes are by  uni- 
versal consent moderate. With the pros- 
pect of a wide consumption, and supplies by 
no means excessive, it is the most natural 
thing in the world that prices should have 
advanced materially. They have not by 
any means reached figures as yet to cause 
anybody to deprecate the inflation. 

‘tides are the dearest, but that is be- 
cause the want of them has been the first 
and the keenest to be felt. There has been 
an advance of 100 per cent. in green hides, 
and almost as much in dry. Some kinds of 
leather are 60 per cent. dearer, and now and 
then there is a kind that has gone up to 
almost double what it was at the lowest, 
but it must not be forgotten that these 
quotations are changes from extremely low 
rates—so low that they have been the won- 
der of everybody associated with the busi- 
ness, there having been no precedent for 
them, and, as it now appears, no good 
cause why they should have declined so 
far. There will undoubtedly come a time 
when prices will be so high as to check con- 
sumption and lead to a reaction, We think 
that is something not to be expected for 
the present. 

“The. intimation that the United States 
Leather Company is ‘booming’ hides will 
afford amusement to people who realize 
that the gratification the managers of the 
corporation are deriving from the advanced 
prices of leather is very much alloyed by 
the necessity they are under of paying such 
extreme prices for hides. So far from 
‘ooming’ them, they would be naturally 
very glad to see them drop, as it would be 
money in their pockets if they did. They 
have got the leather market in pretty good 
control, but the hide market is getting 
away from them in a manner which must 
cause them uneasiness.”’

War With Veteran Skill. 


First and Second Regiments 
Stand _ Off Gallant Sixth. 


Gov. Greenhalge Gets a Double 
Salute--Some Shooting. 


(Special Dispatch to the Boston Journal.) 

In Camp at South Framingham, June 6,— 
Heavy firing all along the line. Since 3 P. 
M. we've been right in the thick of it, with 
now the left, and again the right, hotly en- 
gaged, and the enemy threatening our cen- 
tre. 

Sharp fighting all along our front, awak- 
ening the echoes with the spiteful rattle of 
musketry. 

And solid squares of blue, wreath-crowned 
in filmy clouds of powder smoke, wrapped 
in their battle veil, through which, as the 
lightning flashes, played the malicious flame 
of leveled pieces in war’s mimic realism. 

Framingham Field needed only the thun- 
der of its artillery to complete the sem- 
blance of one of Meissonier’s pictures. 

Knapsacks were packed in the gallant 
First right after dinner, haversacks and 
canteens slung, ammunition issued, and at 
2 o'clock the regiment moved out, under 
Col. Mathews, to the left, to seize and oc- 
cupy Water Tower Hill, an eminence which, 
in the enemy’s hands, would make the brig- 
ade camp untenable.

President Whitney, in his preface to the 
Treasurer’s statement, says: ‘In submit- 
ting this report, the attention of sharehold- 
ers is called to the fact that to the time of 
making the report for 1893 the operations 
of this company were carried on for about 
ten months, but in consequence of the 
change in the fiscal year, which now begins 
March 1, this present report covers a period 
of fourteen months. January and February 
are months when the mines are practically 
closed and no revenue is received.

Vivid Accounts of Work and Needs 
Beyond the Mississippi. 


A Region Bound to Exert Great 
Influence on the Nation. 


Saratoga, N. Y., June 6.—At the opening 
session of the Congregational Home Mis- 
sionary Society this morning Rev. Washing- 
ton Choate, one of the three Secretaries of 
the society, presented a paper on behalf of 
the Executive Committee, under the head of 
“Open Doors.’’ Mr. Choate said that there 
are less than 10,000 enrolled church mem- 
bers in Utah (outside of the church of the 
Latter Day Saints), and of this 10,000 more 
than three-fifths, or 6000, are within the 
Roman Catholic fold—to face and meet the 
118,000 of the Mormon church; a disunited 
handful to oppose a mighty host, perfectly 
organized, unquestionably obedient to lead- 
ers, trained to submission and to action, ac- 
cording to the word of their higher powers; 
in short, an evangelical Protestant Christian 
force of but 3600 to diffuse the enlightening 
and converting gospel through that life born 
and reared nuder the delusion of the Mor- 
mon faith. 

Utah pleads today for enlargement of 
the missionary force, and missionary funds 
which shall enable hér to multiply church 
and Mission all over her vast territory, 
not only in populous centres, where the 
Gentile force is strong in civic and social 
power, but in the hundreds of Mormon 
communities. : 

Touching Utah at its southeastern cor- 
ner is our fourth largest territorial division 
—New Mexico. 

Of mixed Mexican and Indian _ blood; 
speaking the Spanish language to the ex- 
clusion of the English even in courts and 
Legislature until recently, this great body 
of our Southwestern people, 100,000 in New 
Mexico, 200,000 in Texas, and nearly another 
100,000 in Arizona and Southern California,: 
inheriting another civilization, ignorant, de- 
based, superstitious, are sunk in a mental 
and spiritual degradation that is a reproach 
to American Christianity, | 

And in all this volume of life—these 400,000 
Spanish-Mexican _ citizens—Congregational- 
ism has planted’ but three churches, with 
mission work at two associated points. 
Into this great field of Christian service 
this society finds itself able to put but $2000 
a@ year. 

. Today the appropriation for the estab- 
lishing of Congregational Christianity in 
Texas—the equivalent of four New Eng- 
lands—is a meagre sum of less than $5000. 
The open doors are there in scores. Ten 
of her larger cities are asking for the church 
whose central idea shaped New England. 

Thirty towns of from 2000 to 6000 inhabit- 
ants are open to the planting of a church 
of the Congregational order. 

Thirty thousand dollars asked for the 
State whose area is fourfold all New Eng-

And Only Man Is Vile. 


Superintendent W. S. Bell of Montana 
said that two weeks ago today he started 
upon an 80-mile drive through a series of 
valleys running down from the snowy 
mountains, on the border of Wyoming, to 
the great Yellowstone Valley, through which 
the Northern Pacific Railroad runs for sey- 
eral hundred miles in its stretch across 
the continent. A more ideal region than the 
one visited, he sald, for the small stock 
farmer, do2s not exist on the continent. 
Bottom lands of wondrous fertility, flanked 
on either hand by rolling foothills, tell of 
plenty and prosperity in the future. Both 
to the east and to the west are other 
series of valleys of equal extent, fertility 
and possibilities, all running down. to the 
great Yellowstone. 

Three years ago this whole region, about 
equal in area to the State of Rhode Island, 
was in the hands of the Crow Indians. 
Today, after ample provision has been made 
for the red man, thousands of acres remain 
for the use of the white settler. Already 
many of them are ocupied. Humble log 
cabins can be seen in every direction, and 
the upturned soil tells of the coming crop. 

These settlers are, for the most part, 
either cowboys, with or without families, 
after years of wandering, have de- 


or miners, who, by the depression of the 
mining industries, have been driven from 
the various camps of the State. In either 
case they are those who have for years 
been beyond the reach of religious pu 
ileges, or who have failed to avail them- 
selves of such .asS were at hand. One 
woman in his congregation, two weeks ago, 
said it was the first sermon she had heard 
for 20 years, throwing in the remark that 
she didn’t know what all the preachers had 
been about that they hadn’t looked her 
up before.’’ Several others testified to the 
fact that they had not attended a religious 
service before for from five to 10 years, 
With one exception all the churches so 
situated that they can reach out toward this 
unoccupied field are Congregational 
churches. 

During all the five years of superin- 
tendent Bell's work in Montana each year 
a larger appropriation has been needed to 
meet the imperative demands of new work. 
In spite of the openings for new work 
in regions totally unoccupied by any other 
denomination, there is less money to do 
with than we had three years ago. From all 
parts of the State, from small towns, from 
country. neighborhoods and from mining 
camps, most of which are through the 
agency of the Congregational Sunday 
School Society supplied with Sunday Schools, 
comes the cry for religious services. On 
every hand we hear the testimony, even 
from men of the world, ‘‘Things are. not 
as they used to be. There is a better observ- 
ance of Sunday, there is more of a Senti- 
ment in favor of church going. Vice is 
less open and bold.”

Richard Olney Has Formally Ac- 
cepted Gresham’s Place. 


Morton Succeeded by W. H. Pugh 
as Auditor of Treasury. 


(Special Dispatch to the Boston Journal.) 

Washington, June 6.—President Cleveland 
had a long conference today with Attorney 
General Olney, presumably with regard to 
the appointment of a successor to the lat- 
ter, when his promotion to the Secretary- 
ship of State occurs. It is now confidently 
expected that the selection of Cabinet offi- 
cers will be made known at the regular 
meeting of the Cabinet tomorrow. 

The appointment of Attorney General 
Olney seems to be accepted as solid, and 
all the speculation is with regard to his 
successor at the head of the Department of 
Justice. Rufus Peckham, brother of Wheeler 
Peckham, whose nomination to be a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court was defeated by 
Senator Hill, is being discussed today as a 
very probable appointee. Secretary of War 
Lamont is now in New York. and is be- 
lieved to be there for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the probability of Mr. Peckham’s 
accepting a Cabinet position. 

More than ordinary interest has been felt 
in the action of the Kentucky and Illinois 
State conventions yesterday. The fact that 
the Kentucky Republicans declared. for sound 
money and will make the fight on that 
platform has. caused the Administration 
Democrats dismay... They hope to swing 
their Kentucky convention in favor of sound 
money, but are not over sanguine. The 
fact that the Republicans at no stage of the 
game have run after strange silver gods 
is considered a distinct element of strength 
on their part. 

As to the wild declarations of the Illinois 
convention the Democrats here are holding 
their breaths and wondering what will be- 
come of it. They are anxious to see if Inter- 
State Commerce Commissioner Morrison or 
Vice President Stevenson will come out and 
indorse the Altgeld-Bryan platform. Yih 3 
either of these gentlemen respond to the 
desire of the free silver Democrats, it. is 
feared by Administration Democrats that he 
would be a very formidable candidate for 
the party nomination next year.
